W HILE most Americans in recent months have been con- 
cerned over the advance of Communism on an inter- 
national scale, not all of us understand the grim facL

Tile: While there are less than 25,000 Communist Party 
members in the United States, they wield an influence far 
greater than their numbers suggest. From coast to coast, 
hard-core Reds continue to use every available technique, 
ruse, and artifice to capture the minds and control the be- 
havior of loyal Americans, and, in a lamentable number of 
Leases, they are successful in doing so.

1 1 delegates, for exampie, from all over the country 
started arriving at a certain city for a large labor convention. 
They checked in at hotels, greeted old friends, and dis- 
cussed the forthcoming convention business. Late in the 
day a taxicab drew up at a hotel and a man jumped out. He 
registered quickly and, without looking to right or left, 
went straight to his room. 

That man was a high official of the Communist Party 
and he, too, had come to “attend” the convention. He did 
not register as a delegate or even as a visitor, and he did not 
sit in on any of the actual meetings. In fact, he was so afraid 
of being recognized that he never left his hotel room. Yet, 
as much as any delegate present he was kept aware of what, 
was going on, and he played an important part in promot- 
ing Communist Party interests at the convention. 

A few minutes after he had arrived at the hotel, we have 
learned, one of the top officials of the union, who was a 
concealed Communist, entered his room and talked with 
him. The Party official, who was obviously the “boss,” 
gave the union man his instructions. 

“Here’s a resolution the convention should adopt,” he 
said, and proceeded to dictate word for word a resolution 
which the union official was to present the next day. 

“I don’t like the order in which resolutions are to be 
introduced.” the Party bigwig went 
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on. “Try to get this one acted on first. 
That will smooth the way for the others.” 

The visitor nodded his head obedi- 
ently. “I think I can get them switched 
around,” he said. 

The Party official then took up other 
matters with the union official. He told 
him to find out if financial help could be 
given to certain pro-Communist groups 
from union funds. He ordered him to 
exert pressure to encourage a conference 
strongly favored by the Party. He criti- 
cizetThim sharply for allowing an indi- 
vidual whom the Party had characterized 
as a “Red baiter” to be favorably men- 
tioned at union sessions. 

When t fie union official went to the 
convention floor the next day, he did just 
what he had been told to do. But none 
of his fellow delegates, except a few other 
concealed Communists, suspected he was 
not what he appeared to be— a legitimate 
labor leader! The newspapers reported 
the decisions of the convention, and 
neither the public nor the vast majority 
of the union’s members ever realized that 
several of the decisions had come 
straight from a top leader of the Com- 
munist Party. 

That case is one of many in which/con- 
xeaied crfmriiUnlSlS h'&V6 CX£rted influ- 
fence over labor groups. Since World 
War II, when the Party made sizable in- 
I roads into American labor, patriotic 
union leaders have done a magnificent 
job of cleaning them out of many unions.y 

termined to use the labor movement, and 
are continually trying to bore within 
both left-wing and right-wing unions. 

You may wonder how, after all the 
publicity their methods have received, 
the Communists are still able to pene- 
trate labor organizations and bend some 
of them to their will. The answer lies in 
the fact that most Party members -today 
are tireless workers, have been trained in 
techniques of subterfuge and infiltration, 
and are willing to wait years, if need be, 
to achieve their aims. 


In one large city with an industry 
which is essential to national defense, the 
Party arranged for ten concealed mem- 
bers to “colonize’ 1 key plants. The Reds, 
who are operating with such extreme 
caution that often their identity is not 
known even to one another, have been 
instructed to appear “just like other 
guys” on the job and not to display any 
pro-Communist leanings. Instead, they 
am under orders to promote personal 
friendships with fellow workers— includ- 
ing the most' “reactionary” — and to par- 
ticipate actively in all union affairs, 
never shirking from the most lowly or 
onerous union chores. 

Within two or three years, the Party 
leadership figures, these colonists will 


have won groups of non-Communist 
friends in various departments of the 
industry— friends whom they can in- 
fluence-r-and will have attained at least 
minor union positions. Then their ac- 
tivities will be “integrated” by the Party 
higher-ups in a bold move to seize con- 
trol ofihe union or an important section^ 
ofjtpxpenen^a^ mm many timeT) 
that a comparatively small number of/ 
determined Reds can dominate a large J 
labor organization, and that is what the/

similar colonization we know is being 
done by concealed Communists in sev- 
eral other large industries where surface 
appearances might indicate there is no 
subversive activity. 

In one city, Party members were re- 
cently instructed to give up all leftist ac- 
tivities and affiliations which might place 
them under suspicion and to join a right- 
wing labor group. They have even been 
coached by Party experts on how to an- 
swer embarrassing questions which might 
be put to them by authorities. 

In another city, Communists have 
been ordered to resign from well-paid 
jobs in one line of work and to take 
poorly-paid jobs as beginners in another 
line, because the Party wishes to pene- 
trate the union representing that trade. 
Being faithful Party members, these 
Communists have taken their cut in in- 
come without a whimper. 

In still another city, Party leaders de- 
cided recently that too many" of their 
members were concentrated in one in- 
dustry. They have provided a number of 
them with aliases and new Social Se- 
curity cards, and have placed them in 
jobs in several other industries in other 
localities, where they will have larger 
opportunities to spread Red doctrines 
and to commit sabotage in the event of 
war. 

These examples give only an inkling of 
the broad activities of Communists in 
the labor field. They are by no means as 
open in their manipulations as they were 
a decade ago, but there is hardly a large 
labor group anywhere which is entirely 

free o f t h e m. ilTOll — ... 

ri ITtlieir uncasing efforts to shape the 
thinking and attitudes of what they call 
the “masses,” the Reds have always de- 
voted much attention to idea-molding 
fields, such as education, the press, radios 
and television/ flere^ tbo^'-tney^rcr^ill 
dangerously active. 

There can be no doubt that the great 
majority of American teachers are loyal 
citizens, yet a witness who formerly held 
a high position in the Communist Party 
recently testified that the Party has mem- 
N:rs at work in every kind of educational 
institution, from nursery schools to the 
universities. 

For example, Communist teachers or 
fellow travelers are subtly persuading 


children aged 2 to 5 not tp believe in re- 
ligion, and are poisoning th$ir minds 
with contempt or dislike for other “capi- 
talistic institutions.” In one of many 
colleges where Communists are known 
to have' taught, there was a teacher who 
tried to get over to his students the idea 
that “Communism is the only hope of 
Mexico.” At one of our great universities 
a renowned scientist recently compared 
Christianity unfavorably to Marxism, 
and stated that “Marxism has that opti- 
mism which alone can build a new

^ There is the case, for instance, of an 
ex-professor who has addressed college 
students all over the country. Billed as 
an “expert” on Russia, and reputed to 
have once served as an adviser to the 
Russian Government, the professor is 
introduced to students as an unpreju- 
diced specialist on international affairs 
who can give them a “clear” and “un- 
biased” picture of conditions in that 


— country. 

When the professor starts lecturing, 
however, everything that he says turns 
out to be an apology for the Sdviet 
Union. The Soviets are misunderstood Jh 
the United States, he says. Russia is a 
peace-loving nation with no aggressive 
intentions. This country, not Russia, is 
the one which is wrong. . . . All typical 
Communist propaganda! 

Most students who have heard this 
“specialist,” and the college officials who 
have permitted him to lecture at their 
institutions, think he is an honest liberal. 
But in the FBI we know better. We have 
proof that he is a concealed Communist 
and we know that he is under direct 
orders of the Communist Party, USA, 
which follows the Moscow line. This 
scholarly individual’s activities have been 
„ somewhat curtailed of late, but others 
like him are still assailing the minds of 
youth with Red lies. 


' An the publishing field, concealed Com^ 
munists are not so numerous as they 
were a few years ago, but in some firms 
they still exert great influence, over the 
i printed word. ■ — 

An editor; who until recently held a 
high editorial post in a respectable, non- 
Commuriist publishing house, provides a 
good illustration of this type of Red 
operator. An intelligent and highly edu- 
cated individual, he had a wide range of 
contacts with writers, and played an im- 
portant part in deciding what kind of 
reading- matter his company would pro- 
vide for the public. He used his strategic 


position to promote the Communist 
viewpoint. 

This editor was clever enough not to 
reveal his Red connections or to publish 
the work of known Communist, writers. 
But he featured the writings of Commu- 
nist sympathizers and fellow travelers, 
and encouraged non-Communist au- 
thors to prepare articles favorable to 
Party policies. At the same time, in re- 
viewing manuscripts, he often suggested 
that pro-Communist material be en- 
larged upon, but asked that passages 
unfavorable to the Party line be elimi- 
nated or toned down. His work for the 
Red cause was thus both offensive and 
defensive. He avoided any open violation 
of the law, but it is not possible to even 
speculate on the thousands of readers 
who were deceived or misinformed by 
this one Red editor. r .

To cite just one case, all the programs 
broadcast by a big television station in a 
Southern city are under the direction of 
a man with a record of Communist ac- 
tivities stretching back for more than ten 
years. A former labor agitator in the 
North, and a leader in Red-front organi- 
zations' and political campaigns, this 
individual gave up his open Party affilia- 
tions when he moved South and went to 
“work for the television station. 

To most of his fellow townsmen he ap- 
pears to be a patriotic citizen. But the 
front he puts up is a sham. He still has 
secret ties with the Party, and a small 
Communist club comprised of local pro- 
fessional people meets regularly in his 
home. He is too cagey to put any out- 
right Red propaganda' on the air, but, 
like the Red editor I mentioned, he is in 
a position where, by the mere choice of 
the material he uses, and the emphasis 
or lack of emphasis he places on it, he 
can subtly shape attitudes in a large 
audience. _ 

CoiTcealed Communists in the medicalN 
and legal professions are also being used \ 
by the Par ty in its efforts to capture the J 
mass mind.f in a number ot communities^ r 
Red doctors regularly dish out Commu- 
nist propaganda to their patients while 
treating their aches and pains, and they 
lend the prestige of their names to Red 
causes. Right now, some Red doctors 
also are providing needed medical care 
for Communists hiding from the law, 
and performing facial surgery to alter 
their appearance. Red lawyers, in addi- 
tion to giving legal advice to comrades in 
trouble, are working in a number of 
^communities to influence the opinions of 
public officials, including senators, rep- 
resentatives, governors, an d mayors. ^ 




undercover Reds, 
ealize that religion is 
strongest bulwark against the encroach- 
ment of Marxist doctrines, and in some 
instances are trying to attack Christian 
faith at its wellspririgs by influencing 'or 
winning over ordained ministers- as re- 
cruits to ai d the Party. ^ 

^ Onc r c oircealcd Communist min istcr, 
who we know is in constant contact with 
high-ranking Party leaders, preaches 
Red-slanted sermons to large congrega- 
tions in an Eastern city, consistently 
praises Communist programs in speeches 
and articles which he writes, and serves 
as a mouthpiece for Red fronts. 

Another Red-fronting minister, on the 
West Coast, is making a play for the 
minds of young people by holding 
“Youth Festivals” at his church and , 
leading discussions which shed a favor- 
able light on Communism. Still another 
pulpit Red apologist recently told an 
audience: “We must not make a holy 
war against Russia. . . . The Soviets 
are not opposed to freedom in Europe or 
anywhere else. ... It is only Fascism 
to which they are opposed .”

/ vJf all the mass techniques which the 
* Reds are using to influence the minds of 
Americans, the Communist fronts are 
the most effective. A Communist front is 
any organization or movement con- 
trolled by the Party. It may be local, 
State- wide, or national in character; may 
be large or small;* and* ftiay exist for 
years or only for a few days. But in every 
case the objective of the front organizers 
is to surround themselves with respecta- 
ble non-Communists and use them to 
advance a Party program or spread Red # 
pr opagan da . y 

TTXTtfitiwestern state, ior 1 exartf pie, 
Party headquarters recently decided to 
create a new front organization. It would 

be called the Committee for Peace. 

The first step was to contact a doctor 
who, though known as a non-Commu- 
nist, was willing to co-operate with 
Communists. He was asked to supply a 
list of “conservative people” who might 
be asked to serve as sponsors. 

Interestingly, of the group of sponsors 
whom the doctor proposed, the Party 
rejected one. “This person,” an official 
said, “can’t be used.” That was because 
'he had once publicly attacked the Com- 
munists, and the Party officials felt he 
couldn’t be trusted. They feared he 
might see through the whole sham and 
denounce the front, which would be what 
the Reds described as a “disaster.” 

But the other proposed sponsors met 
with the Party’s approval, and intense 
% activity got under way. Telephones 
jingled, doorbells rang, handbills were 


distributed, announcements were sent to 
the press, and a mass meeting was ar- 
ranged by the “committee.” At the 
meeting, pro-Communist speakers made 


eloquent appeals for peace and disarma- 
ment, and implied, of course, that 
Americans were very foolish to be fear- 
ful of peace-loving Russia. The audience, 
composed mostly of -non-Communists, 
was duly impressed, and so, no doubt, 
were many people who read accounts of 
the meeting in the local newspapers. 
'Thus a handful of Party connivers were 
able to achieve a propaganda triumph by 
utilizing respectable citizens as their 

dune^^. — 

fTronts Hkc-4hat are being used conA 
/"stantly In the name of all kinds of ap- 
parently worthy causes— to protect civil 
rights, to protest the high cost of liv- 
ing, to combat racial discrimination, to 
guard the rights of the foreign-bom, and 
to advocate “true de mocracy.’* But, back 
of the scenes, Party'members invariably 
pull the strings and manipulate the front 
to serve the Party ’5 purposes. 


ne instances they are so success- 
ful in doing so that they stir up nation- 
wide agitation. A striking illustration of 
this was the “Save the Rosenbergs” 
campaign of 1953. The plot for this 
front was hatched high in the Com- 
munist Party, not with any hope or 
even desire of saving from execution 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, convicted 
atomic spies, but to serve five other Party 
aims: 


(1) To discredit the American system 
of justice generally; 

(2) To discredit the FBI, which had 
apprehended the Rosenbergs;--*—^— 

(3) To add fuel to the world-wide 
“Hate America” program which the 
Party has been fostering since 1945; 

(4) To make it appear that the Rosen- 
bergs were victims of widespread anti- 
Semitism in the United States, and thus 
obscure increasing manifestations of 
anti-Semitism in Russia and her satellite 
States; and 

(5) To divert attention from the fact 
that the spies had worked hand in glove 
with diplomatic representatives of the 


Soviet Union. 


The Communists went all out to 
achieve these objectives, and the results 
provided a tribute' to their diabolical 
skill as organizers. By appealing to non- 
Communist humanitarian and religious 
leaders in the name of “mercy” and “jus- 
tice,” they prevailed upon literally hun- 
dreds of them to join their “crusade,”* 
received a vast amount of front-page 
publicity all over the world, and even in- t 
duced 6,000 persons— comparatively few 
pf whom were Party members— to go 
to Washington and picket the White 
House. 

They failed to save the lives of the two 
traitors, as they knew they probably 
would from the start, but they succeeded 
in making them appear as martyrs to 
thousands of good people, and won an 
impressive propaganda victory. 


How can a corps of less than 25,000 
Communists exert so much power and 
influence? 

One reason lies in the fact that they are 
assisted by a host of sympathizers and 
fellow travelers. It has long been their 
boast that for every Party member they 
control at least 10 other persons who are 
ready, able, and willing to do the Party’s 
work. That this ratio still holds true is 
indicated by the readership of Red peri- 
odicals. While the circulation of the 
Party’s two official newspapers, The 
Daily Worker and The Worker (pub- 
lished Sundays), has dropped to 10,443 
and 28,822, respectively, total daily cir- 
culation of all American Communist 
organs, in both the English-language and 
the foreign-language fields, comes to ap- | 
proximately 250,000— just 10 times the ] . 
Party’s membership. And you can be y 
sure that most people who read these * 
Red periodicals regularly have strong 
Party sympathies, if they are not actual 
Party members. 

.Another reason for the effectiveness' 
of the Communists is that they are well 
financed. For 30 years the Party leadership 
has fabricated tall tales about financial 
difficulties, to induce rank-and-file mem- 
bers to make larger donations to Party 
coffers. In 1945, for example, when the 
National Committee had a surplus of 
$43,000 in its treasury, a desperate ap- 
peal was made to members stating the 
Party was in the worst financial straits in 
4ts-history. These same poor-mouth tac- * 
tics are used today, and many rank-and- 
filers think the Party is chronically 
broke. Actually, it has plenty of money 
at all times, and can raise much more 
when it wishes to. 

This was demonstrated in 1947, when 
the Party raised $1,000,000 in a few days 
to fight anti-Communist legislation, and 
again in 1948, when the Party dug up 
$500,000 to fight passage of another 
anti-Communist measure, the Mundt- 
Nixon Bill. During the 9-month trial of 
11 top Communists in 1951, the Party 
spent approximately $7,000 weekly on 
their defense. * 

The Party takes in money regularly 
from dues and special* assessments of 
members— it has been estimated that it 
costs about $1 a day to be the humblest 
kind; of Communist— and also receives a 
steady flow of cash from fund drives, in- 
vestments, business enterprises which it 
operates, left-wing unions, and wealthy 
“angels.” Surprising as it may seem, the 
Tarty at various times has received reve- 
nue from commercial concerns, includ- 
ing night clubs, a tavern, a used-clothing 
store, a stationery store, a leather-goods 
store; a co-operative apartment building, 
an automobile sales agency, a farm co- “ 
operative, and an import and export 
firm. Among its angels have been both 
self-made businessmen and heirs to for- 
tunes earned in private enterprise. 


' One of the Party’s first angels, a man 
who was born in Russia and made a for- 
tune in this country in the jewelry busi- 
ness, made big contributions which 
helped send the Party off to a strong 
start in the United States, and other 
wealthy persons have assisted it finan- 
cially ever since. A woman whose hus- 
band left her $500,000 set up a holding 
- corporation for the Party’s benefit at one 
juncture, and two sisters who inherited 
$330,000 from their capitalist father, 
supported the Party* in their state for 
years. A rich clergyman who was" con- 
verted to Marxism during a long ill- 
mess, bequeathed over $200,000 to Red 
causes. 

Today several wealthy individuals who 
are either Party members or fellow trav- 
elers help the Communists with large 
gifts, and many well-to-do sympathizers 
in business and professional fields donate 
smaller but still substantial funds. While 
the Reds profess to detest capitalism, 
capital is a tool they have always used 
extensively and are still using. 

The most important reason for their 
continued effectiveness in many areas, 
however, is attributable to Party disci- 
pline and their fanatical adherence to it. * 

» To a dyed-in-the-wo'ol Communist— and 
most of them today are dyed-in-the-wool 
— the, edicts of the Party are supreme 
law. The Party member will lie, commit » 
crime, or even break up his family if the 
Party orders him to. . 

Not long ago a Communist leader who * 
the Party thought had fallen under sus- 
picion of the FBI, was ordered to drop , 
completely out of sight. He did so, not 
even telling his wife and children that he * 
was. leaving them, and emerged a few " 

“ weeks ’later in another city with a new 
name and background which had been 
provided for him. He lived there with a 
woman Communist who, in turn, de- 
serted her husband and children, on the 
Party’s orders, to become his paramour. 
The fact that two homes have been 
wrecked to serve Party objectives means 
less than nothing to the ruthless indi- 
viduals who direct its policies. 

In the Communists’ underground ap- 
paratus, which they have always had, but 
which was greatly expanded beginning in 
1945, all kinds of skulduggery like that 
are going on constantly, ana some of the 
devices they use would do credit to a 
lurid mystery thriller. Party members 
who are wanted by the FBI— or think 
they are— almost never appear in public 
in the daytime. Club meetings are held at 
2 or 3 a.m., when streets are deserted and 
it is comparatively easy to avoid surveil- 
lance. “> 4 

Certain comrades provide hideouts 
for others who have gone deep under- 
ground or into the “deep freeze,” as 
they put it. Other Reds have become 
specialists in providing phony birth 


certificates, Social Security cards, -and 
union credentials. 

Instead of using the mails or making 
long-distance telephone calls, the Party 
today relies regularly upon couriers to 
carry important messages from city to 
city. Theje couriers always have some 
legitimate excuse for traveling. They, arc 
frequently spied upon by other Commu- 
nists, as are all Reds who perform im- 
portant missions or hold important 
Party positions. Nobody in the Com- 
munist Party today completely trusts 
anybody else. 

Because of the many security measures 
and subterfuges which the Communists 
employ, it is not easy for the FBI to keep 
track of all their activities. It is obvi- 
ously impossible for our 6,400 Agents to 
watch 25,000 of them every hour of every 
day, in addition to our other staggering 
duties. On the other hand, the security re- 
strictions the Communists have imposed 
upon themselves have hampered their 
effectiveness in a number of ways. By 
going underground, the Reds have be- 
come more dangerous in some respects 
but less so in others. — , 

S What we need to do most about the^ 
' concealed Communists is to be alert^to 
the threat which they represepT0nd 
aware of their ; undercover tactics. ^lt is 
not necessary for anyone to bec ome un- 
dulYS uspiciousof his neighborsf Pn the 
, other hand; great caution sHould be 
r exercised by anyone who thinks he has 
detected a Concealed Communist. False 
accusations and careless insinuations can 
do.more to d estroy our way of life than

Last 
year you accepted the George Washington Medal in the Director’s 
behalf from Dr, Wells, 

Wells was one of the Founders of Freedoms Foundation, 

He is an efficient administrator , an excellent public relations man.

Dear Pappy: 

In vain I have been trying to do some studying. The events of 
the last weeks and especially of this morning occupy iry mind too much. 

After a short period of hope, of joy, of a new outlook- on things we are 
realizing the saddest depression again. Hungary, so it had appeared 
had succeeded in shaking off the yoke of Russian oppression. But this 
morning the Soviet Army started to beat back and the Communist leaders 
of Russia committed another treachery. You cannot imagine my feelings 
of hatred and despair- . We have taken so much interest in the revolution 
in Hungary and we have had so much sympathy with that fight for freedom 
and we were so happy at the outcome which seemed final to us that now all 
our hopes are blasted and our aversion toward Russia has grown many times 
to what it had been before. 

I personally have never before experienced such a breach of promise 
by the Russians. When the Russians disregarded one agreement after another 
before I was too young to take active part in politics. I did never trust 
them much. But I had an opinion of them better of what they themselves 
proved to be worth. The freedom loving people of Hungary are being killed 
and we are spectators. Is there no way we can help them? 

Now I know how you must have felt toward Germany during the war. 
Since Hitler and his followers have committed similar and worse things. 

And I also understand your hatred of China. You may wonder why it took 
me so long to realize the depth of badness of the Russian Coirmunists. 

I cannot give you an explanation. The fight in Hungary has been going 
on almost two weeks and you cannot imagine the wave of sympathy in Germany. 
We rusted home to hear the news ten, fifteen times a day. Our papers 
published large articles on Hungary, taking up more space of the editions 
than anything else. Vie all were willing to help and contributed to the 
collections of the Red loss. And now - everything was in vain. Thousands 
of people killed without reaching their objective - freedom. And only 
because a few, a group of dictators, have the power to do what they want. 

Israel, France and Great Britain are to blame just the same. They 
have been preaching democracy to the universe and have forgotten to practice 
this way of life with their own. They certainly made it easier for the 
Russians to force Hungary back into World Conmunism. Eisenhower and 
Dulles have grown in stature and the United States seems to be the only 
nation adherent to its principles. In this moment my adoration of the 
United States is greater than ever.

Wells requested Director 
make fifteen-minute acceptance speech. Director has already declined appearing 
there as presenter of awards but you/£?<$$§he w dl!W Director would try to readjust 
Ms schedule. Freedoms Foundation, Inc. , founded in 1949. Chartered in State 
of New York with headquarters at Valley Forge and is nonprofit, nonsectarian, 
nonpolitical organisation whose sole activity is making awards, Purpose is to 
create better understanding of spirit and philosophy of Constitution, Bill of Eights, 
and American way of life. President Eisenhower, then President of Columbia 
University, made first awards in 1949. T7e have had cordial and extensive 
relations with Freedoms Foundation since its inception in 1949. Most of this 
contact has been through the Executive Director, Kenneth "/ells. Director has 
been invited almost every year since inception of Freedoms Foundation to present 
the awards to winners. In 1951, Foundation gave Director an award for Ms article, 
"Foe to Freedoms* You accepted in behalf of Director. In 1053, Foundation 
awarded its George Washington Honor Medal to Director for M3 article, "Civil - 
Liberties and Law Enforcement: The Hole of the FBI.

Murchison, and another individual had helped to underwrite the Foundation for 
the past five years. Richardson thought Foundation was doing a terrific job.

Memo to Mr. Nichols December 10, 1956 

BACKGROUND: 

In a memorandum to Mr. Tolson dated December 7, 1956, you 
advised that Dr. Kenneth Wells, Executive Director of Freedoms Foundation, Inc. 
had called you on December 6, 1956, to advise that the Awards Jury consisted of 
15 Chief Justices of State Supreme Courts and a number of college presidents and 
they had completed two weeks 1 study of nominations and had arrived at two 
conclusions: 


(1) The top award is the George Washington award and for the 
first time this year this award will carry with it a $5,000 grant along with a 
gold medal which is to be struck off and is to be limited to granting not more 
than three in any one decade. 

(2) The Awards Jury was unanimous in designating the Director 
to receive the George Washington award for 1956. The award will be made 

at Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, at noon on Friday, February 22, 1957, in a 
half-hour program which will be covered by the four television networks and 
the press. 


Wells advised you they would like the Director to make a 
fifteen-minute acceptance speech on any subject of his choosing such as the 
challenges to America, America and its youth or whatever would be appropriate. 
You pointed out that Wells had already received the Directors declination of 
presenting the awards on February 22. He was so happy over the action of the 
Awards Jury that he called you immediately with the hope that something could 
be worked out so the Director could be present to accept the award. You advised 
Wells this might present some problems but that you would take the matter up 
with the Director at the earliest opportunity and we would advise him. You 
suggested that you would tell ?/ells that the Director would try to readjust his 
schedule and that you would give him some definite word by the time the Director 
receives a formal notification. 

FREEDOMS FOUNDATION, INC.: 

Origin, Purpose and Aims of Freedoms Foundation, Inc.: 

According to an article which appeared in the New York Times on 
June 2, 1949, a new organization known as Freedoms Foundation, Die. , had been 
incorporated under New York State Charter for the purpose of making annual 
awards for outstanding contributions to a better understanding of the American

way of life. The article stated headquarters would be at Valley Forge, 
Pennsylvania, and the organization would be a completely independent body 
and its sole activity would be the making of awards. It was to be nonprofit, 
nonsectarian, nonpolitical and open to membership of every American wishing 
to join. According to the organization's statement of principle in its charter, it 
has been formed to build and create an understanding of the spirit and philosophy 
of the Constitution and the Bill of Rights and our "bundle” of indivisible political 
and economic freedoms inherent in the American way of life. 

The first awards were presented the year the organization came 
into being in 1949 and Dwight D. Eisenhower, then President of Columbia 
University, was the honored guest and distributed the awards. The credo of 
Freedoms Foundation, Inc. , is contained on all its publications, stationery, 
etc. For the Director's further information, the 1949 program is attached and 
the reverse side of this sets forth this credo in detail. 

Bureau Relations With Freedoms Foundation^ Inc. : 


We have had extensive and cordial relations with Freedoms 
Foundation, Inc. , since its inception in 1949. Most of this contact has been 
through the Executive Director, Kenneth ?/ells, who is well known to you. 

hi a letter dated July 6, 1949, Kenneth Dale Wells, Executive 
Director of Freedoms Foundation, set forth the following summary concerning 
his group: "It is a genuine effort to do a nonpartisan, educational job, using 
a vehicle which has never been tried In this country, mainly inspiring the American 
people, whoever they are, wherever they may be, regardless of race, creed, 
color, or the cards they carry in their pockets, to really use their creative 
abilities and their personal articulation to sell and tell America's story. The 
activity indicates that it will inspire tens of thousands of inquiries for the awards 
and a great swelling volume of people who very cautiously and thoughtfully, but 
affirmatively, tell the story of our liberty and freedom. '* 

In February, 1949, Wells called at the Bureau to see the Director 
and in the latter's absence spoke with you. Ee stated he was 'interested in having 
the Director resign from the Bureau to manage the Foundation. Wells was 
requested to submit some material concerning his group to the Bureau. Among 
material submitted was information to the effect that President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower presided at the 1949 ceremony.

Wells met you twice and subsequently began referring to you in 
correspondence as a personal friend. In 1950, he requested the Director to v 
present the Foundation awards on October 28, 1950. The Director declined. 

On February 17, 1951, Wells requested the Director to be guest at ceremonies in 
Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, on February 22, 1951, and to present the 1951 
awards in October. The Director declined both by wire. 

In June, 1951, you accepted a Freedoms Foundation award in 
behalf of the Director, the awards having been given at that time at the Old 
Supreme Court Building. At that time, approximately fifty awards were given, 
including one to the Attorney General. This award was given to the Director for 
his article "Foe to Freedom. ” 

In September of 1951, Wells came to the Directors Office and was 
referred to Mr. McGuire. At that time, he said that the Board of Directors of 
Freedoms Foundation would like very much to have Mr. Hoover on the Washington* s 
birthday program in February of 1952 at Valley Forge on the occasion of the 
presentation of the annual awards made by the Foundation. This invitation was 
declined by our letter of September 27, 1951. 

Literature of the organization in Bufiles indicates that awards 
are given to individuals who exemplify the principles of the Foundation as set 
forth in its credo. In 1949, awards were given for such things as best editorial, 
magazine article, radio program, motion picture, advertising campaign, cartoon 
strip, commencement address, sermon, publication, song, educational brochure, 
"recipe for freedom” and "outstanding judicial administration. ” 

By letter dated February 20, 1953, Wells advised the Director 
had been awarded the Freedoms Foundation’s George Washington Honor Medal 
for his article "Civil Liberties and Law Enforcement: The Role of the FBI. " 

His letter was cordially acknowledged on February 24, 1953, and the Director 
advised him that he was flattered to learn that he had been chosen. You accepted 
this award in behalf of the Director on April 2, 1953, in the Old Supreme Court 
Building. You pointed out that at the time Wells was very high in his praise of 
the Director and the Bureau, hi a private conversation with you. Wells advised 
that for several years Freedoms Foundation had wanted to establish a shrine or 
memorial in Washington. He said Herbert Hoover had recently agreed to serve 
as honorary chairman and that he was hoping that sometime in the future when he 
was in Washington he could meet the Director.

hi a memorandum to Mr. Tolson dated April 29, 1953, you pointed 
out that Wells in a letter had enclosed the remarks of President Eisenhower at 
the Board of Directors Meeting of Freedoms Foundation, Inc. , December 22, 

1952. Wells also advised you that Herbert Hoover was recently named honorary 
national president of Freedoms Foundation, Inc. You also pointed out that 
Freedoms Foundation had expanded tremendously in recent years and is the only 
organization on a national basis singling out individuals for recognition in the 
fight for freedom against communism. 

On July 27, 1953, W. C. "Tom'* Sawyer, Vice President of Awards 
of Freedoms Foundation, Inc. , stopped by the Director’s Office with a framed 
copy of the Distinguished Service Citation of the All American Conference to 
Combat Communism. This was the one the Director had received earlier in the 
year which the organization had requested back in order that it could be appropriately 
framed for the Director. The Director cordially thanked Sawyer in a letter dated 
July 29, 1953. 


In a memorandum to Mr. Tolson dated October 31, 1953, you 
pointed out that you had seen Wells the previous day. Wells left with you a letter 
inviting the Director to present the Freedoms Foundation awards on the occasion 
of its annual ceremony at Valley Forge on February 22, 1954, and to make the 
one and only address of from fifteen to twenty minutes. You pointed out the 
President made these awards in 1949 sr.C and that the presentations would 
include only the top twenty awards which would be selected by the awards committee. 
You. stated they were most anxious to have the Director. This invitation was 
cordially declined by letter dated November 4, 1953. j

In the letter to the Director dated October 27, 1953, referred to 
above, Wells pointed out that the distinguished presenters of Freedoms Foundation 
awards had been: 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower 1949 

Dr. Robert L. Johnson (School Awards) 1950 

General of the Armies Omar N. Bradley 1951 

Dr. Robert A. Millikan 1952 

Vice President Richard M. Nixon 1953 


Subsequent correspondence from Wells indicated that Dr. Milton S. 
Eisenhower presented the awards in 1954. 

By letter dated March 19, 1954, to the Director, Wells pointed out 
that the Credo of the American Way of Life had been reproduced to more than 
four hundred million copies since 1949. In cooperation with the Boy Scouts it was

placed in over thirty million homes and it has been approved as an American 
symbol by 165 Chief and Associate Justices of State Supreme Courts throughout 
the land, who constitute the National Committee for the Freedom Shrine. Wells 
said a national project to erect this Credo in large monument form in Washington, 
D. C. , would be announced March 25, 1954. General Omar N. Bradley was 
chairman of the national commission on making the announcement. Wells invited 
the Director to be guest at a small select group of distinguished citizens at a 
dinner the evening of March 25, 1954, at which time this project would be 
announced. The dinner would be in the private dining roon of the Departmental 
Auditorium in Washington, D; C. The invitation was cordially declined by 
telegram dated March 23, 1954; 

On October 7, 1954, Wells contacted you and stated that he thought 
the article, ’’The Communists Are After Our Minds,” which appeared in the 
October issue of American magazine under the Director’s by-line was one of the 
best pieces on the subject that he had ever seen and that Freedoms Foundation 
wanted to put between thirty and forty thousand copies of the article in the hands 
of leading educators; You referred him to Sumner Blossom, Editor of American 
magazine. 


By letter dated October 21, 1954, Wells thanked the Director for 
permitting Freedoms Foundation to reprint the article and assured him it would, 
be given the widest possible national distribution. 

On September 18, 1954, SA Bernard M. Suttler spoke to a representa- 
tive group of youngsters and teachers who were meeting at Valley Forge. ’’Torn” 
Sawyer wrote you a personal letter in which he expressed appreciation for 
Mr. Suttler’ s appearance. 

In January, 1955, Wells called on you and again invited the Director 
to present the awards on February 22, 1955. You told Mm the Director could not 
do this in view of other commitments and he then contemplated asking Herbert 
Hoover, Jr; By letter dated March 2, 1955, Wells referred to the Director’s 
article, ’’The Communists Are After Our Minds, ” originally published in American 
magazine in October, 1954, which they had circulated in great quantity. He 
requested permission to publish in posters some of the statements made in this 
article or to have a new statement. Under cover of a letter dated March 10, 1955, 
the following statement was forwarded to him for use on posters: 
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Memo to Mr. Nichols December 10, 1956 


’’The Communists;, are today intent on destroying our 
American way of life. Their weapons are deceit, 
hypocrisy and stealth. The obligation of every patriotic 
citizen is to remain eternally vigilant - to stand up for 
the ideals of justice, freedom and equality which have 
made this Nation great. Communism can be defeated. 

It is everybody T s job. ” 

hi April, 1955, the Director was invited to be present at the Old 
Supreme Court Chambers, Senate Wing of the Capitol, to receive the Freedoms 
Foundation award for which he was selected because of his article ’’The Communists 
Are After Our Minds. ” 

By letter dated May 9, 1955, Wells was advised that a prior 
commitment would make it impossible for the Director to attend. You accepted 
in the Director’s behalf. 

* By letter dated August 5, 1955, Wells requested that the Director 
make a 3 and one-half to four-minute tape recording of the high lights of his 
article entitled ’’The Communists Are After Oir Minds" to be broadcast over the 
ABC Radio Network and the Armed Forces Radio Service. His letter was acknowledge 
by an in-absence letter dated August 10, 1955, and we did not accept this invitation. 

In a memorandum to you and Mr. Tolson dated November 15, 1955, 
the Director advised that he had talked telephonically with Sid Richardson in 
Ft. Worth, Texas. Richardson staled he had been urged by the Freedoms Foundation, 
Inc. , to ask the Director to present the awards on February 22, 1956. The Director 
told Mr. Richardson that he knew this organization and had received an award from 
it but had not received correspondence concerning the invitation Richardson referred 
to. Richardson stated he thought this was a very worthwhile foundation and that he, 
Clint Murchison, and another individual helped to underwrite the foundation at 
$25,000 apiece a year for five years and the five-year period was up the previous 
year. He said they had to help the foundation out of the red last year and were 
going to do the same thing the current year.

I like to have the Director arrive at approximately 11:30 A. The Director is to 
go to the Mam Executive House at Valiev Forge, which is the headquarters of the 
Freedoms .Foundation . They will get the photographers out of the way from 11:30 to 12 
and give the Director an opportunity to meet the guests. Shortly before 12, the 
guests and the group go to ”Bull Tavern” for lunch. There will be a brief session 

( here; it will be closed; there will be no speeches; there will merely be introductions. 
After lunch, at approximately 1:30 T there is the flag-raising , which is a colorful 
event, and at 1:40 P.M^ th e ceremonies startl The ceremonies are held in the „ 
auditorium of Freedoms Foundation , which is an old barn that has been made over 
into an auditorium. They have good presentation facilities here, which includes a 
lectern platform, good acoustics, and so forth. The place, of course, is heated 
and is comfortable. There are loud-speakers and there are usually some 5, 000 

! people on the outside who listen to the proceedings over the loud-speakers. The 
Director will be introduced at approximately 2:05 P.M. and the award will be 
presented to him. The Director responds and, following the Directors presentation 
and response, a second award will be presented to Walt Disney. A few of the other 
award winners will be introduced. The important awards this year, in addition to 
the Director, go to Tom Horner, an editorial writer for the Akron Beacon Journal, 
Kiwanis International, a Reverend jSchulthas of San Jose, California, and one group 
of Girl Scouts for a program involving citizenship training which they worked out last 
summer. 


Wells stated that if the Director came by train, they would have a 
car meet the Director either at Wilmington or Philadelphia.

! the morning because if there is bad weather the Director might have difficulty 
getting there on time. He stated that the whole proceedings would be over shortly 
after 2:30 and in no event would they run beyond 3 o’clock. 

Wells wanted a half dozen copies of the Director’s photograph, 
which I am sending to Foltz. He further stated that as they got closer to the date 
he would furnish me with any more additional and up-to-date material. 

Major General Harlan Hartness, Executive Vice President of 
Freedoms Foundation, will be one of the major-domos and Wells told me 
incidentally that Hartness was pleased beyond words at the Director’s designation 
to receive the award and Hartness wanted to do something to entertain the Director 
while he was up there. I told him I knew the Director would appreciate this but 
I did not know what could possibly be done.

that within the last 48 hours they had learned that a Lieutenant Thom^S^Dopley ,

Ken further stated that as/:soon as the speech is received in Valley 
Forge, that they contemplate printing 42, 000 copies. One^of the reasons that 
they asked for the speech ten days ahead of time was to^handle the printing and 
he was wond ering if we could furnish him with 3, 000 copies to go to the editorial 
people. I told him that this would be dpne and since the speech was cleared with 
Rogers, I arranged to send the 3,000 copies to him Saturday afternoon.

I talked to Wells again this morning. He had received the speech 
and he stated that it was excellent; that it was beautifully done; and that his 
reaction ‘.was that it would have wide press dissemination.

He stated that he would like to work his introduction and the Directors 
remarks into what could be a 15 minute television or radio presentation; as to 
the live radio it will not matter as they are on for a half hour.

TO THE STANDARD-TIMES: 
There is too much confusion as to 
the power of government. Some 
seem to think the legislative, exec- 
utive and judicial departments 
were created equal. This is not 
true. They are c O-equal, separate 
departments. 

Legislative powers are invested 
in Congress, but the Constitution 
says "granted or delegated.” 
Decrees of the Supreme Court 
are not law/ especially when they 
contravene the Constitution or ig- 
nore it. 

The Bill of Rights sets up further 
protections to the people. Certain 
powers are reserved to the states. 

The House of Representatives 
shall have sole powers of impeach- 
ment. The Constitution sets up the , 

\ procedures for removing nien from 
\ ^office for treason, bribery or oth- 
\ high crimes. , * 

l , It seems that the Congress has 
^ihe prior power. What the Supreme 
v^ jourt says is not the law of the 
f land.

or legislative branches of govern- 
ment.

To, be frank, the courts are dic- 
tating and usurping the powers of 
the executive and legislative 
branches.

The blade spaniel, Pepper, wagged 
his tail but seemed puzzled at 
these strangers in his own home.

By the telephone hung S list of 
useful numbers — butcher, grocer, 
doctor, dentist. 

Though by now all Jamestown 
knew about'the transatlantic 
swap, Nils was surprised, the very 
first time he went into one of the 
stores, to be greeted by a cheery, 
“Hi, Nils, what can we do for 
you today?" 

• Wally's business — Park Clean- 
ers— was much smaller than Nils', 
and seemed' to run itself, so at first 
he didn't quite know what to do. 
He was shy, and, though by nature 
friendly, he came from a "land 
where social relations are stiffened 
by the starch of convention. Wal- 
ly's employees say that Nils “used 
to stalk from the office into the 
shop once or twice a day, stare at 
us as if we weren't there, and stalk 
out again."

X entitled Punish the Parent ?, by J. Edgar Hoover, 
Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation of the 
Department of Justice of the U.S.A. Inviting readers

Yes, We Must Stress 
\ Correction/ Punishment

X AGREE with J. Edgar Hoover’s 
thesis to the extent that: . 

(a) juvenile delinquency has 
become a terrifying problem. 

(b) Poverty is not the cause. 

(c) The abdication of parental 
responsibility is the prime cause. 

i agree with Mr. Hoover that 
part of the solution is to make par- 
ents legally and financially re- , 
sponsible for the crimes of their 
children. But only a part. There 
must also be sterner and more in- 
escapable punishment for the 
more aggravated delinquents 
themselves. 

The bar to any effective reme- 
dial action has been the dogmatic 
and maudlin sentimentality with 
which the juvenile question has 
been approached by our juvenile 
courts and by our social workers. 

Every State has laws covering 
juvenile crime. The primary pur-^ 
pose of these as of other laws in 
the criminal code is to protect the 
members of society from violence 
to person and property. One of the 
three means relied upon is punish- 
ment of the offender. Another is 
the deterrent effect of punishment 
on other youths, 'with the object 
of convincing them that crime 


does not pay. The third means is 
corrective measures that may re- 
form the offender. 

Most persons will grant that the 
importance of these three means 
of enforcement, in the case of ju- 
veniles, is the reverse of the order 
in which I have stated them. Cor- 
rection is the most important, 
punishment as a deterrent next, 
and punishment in the strictly pu- 
nitive sense last. But the profes- 
sionals in the juvenile-delinquency 
field are tending today practically 
to ignore punishment and concen- 
trate entirely on reform. As a re- 
sult, a rapidly increasing army of 
teenagers is growing up to believe 
that delinquency (crime) does 
pay. Under the circumstances no 
one should be surprised at this 
outcome. 

What is the reason behind this 
perverse and blind attitude? 

In the case of the enforcement 
officials it is in part sheer evasion 
of responsibility. True, the scope 
of the problem is immense. Their 
.facilities are everywhere inade- 
quate. Their task is unpleasant 
and' often thankless. But instead 
of trying *to rationalize a do-no th- 
ing' policy of coddling young ruf- 
fians until they graduate into ha- 
bitual criminals, ive have a right 
to expect .that, pur officials meet 
the problem head-on and try to 
focus national* attention on realis- 
tic apswers such as Mr. Hoover's. 

A very different motive 4 ani- 
mates the mass of unofficial opin- 



ion-makers who do most of the 
talking; and writing about juve- 
nile delinquency. They are selling 
their bogus humanitarianism as 
the watered milk of human kind- 
ness. 

These fallacies are merely an- 
other symptom of egghead think- 
ing. Typical of the nonsense 
mouthed on this„subject is the oft- 
repeated howler by “youth work- ~ 
ers” that “there are no naturally - 
bad boys.” This is denying the set- 
tled and proved facts of heredity. 
Again and again this alleged 
thought is parodied: “Sending, 
them to reformatories only makes 
them worse when they get out.” 

If that is true, we should reform 
the reformatories, not abolish 
punishment. 

We are told that if only we abol- 
ish"* ^underprivileged” economic 
conditions, establish enough play- 
grounds and boys’ clubs, and try 
to understand * and sympathize 
with the unfortunate lads caught 
stomping some feeble old man into 
the earth, there.will be no juvenile 
problem. 

Let’s face it. Manufactured mass 
public opinion at the moment sup- 
ports the same major delusion as 
that of criminally indulgent par- 
ents. The nation has been brain- 
washed by old-maid social.reform- 
ers and half-baked psychologists 
until it can no longer tell right 
from wrong. Morality is all rela- 
1 tive. Discipline is something to tell 
the Marines. 4 ^ 5 , * 
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To get action on Mr. Hoover's 
sensible proposal, it will be neces- 
sary to set a fire at the grassroots 
of public opinion. When a large 
majority of the experts are in a 
gay flight from reality, chasing 
butterflies of illusion, only by 
heroic and spectacular action can 
anything remedial be accom- 
plished. 


x Hoover Oversimplifies* 
Courts Need Overhaul

M, HOOVER is right in blam- 
ing our rapidly increasing crime 
record on the failure of the Ameri- 
can home. He is right when he 
proposes legislation to make par- 
ents responsible for their chil- 
dren's conduct. In 1954, more than 
half a million children under 18 
were arrested and in 1955 there 
was an increase of 11 percent in 
this age group. In 1,477 American 
cities, 42 percent of all the major 
crimes, murders, killings, assaults, 
rape, auto thefts, and other felon- 
ies were committed by children 
under 18, and half of these by chil- 
dren under 15. His thesis is that 
juvenile delinquents are the prod- 
ucts of incompetent and delin- 
quent parents. His remedy is leg- 
islation making “parents who will- 
fully or otherwise contribute to 
the delinquency of their children 
be held fully accountable finan- 
cially and legally for the criminal 
acts of these children." To all of 
this we can say “Amen" and 
“Amen." His article is a challenge 
to Rotary to do something radical 
to meet an internal menace to our 
national life and security, quite as ? 
serious as Russian aggression is 
from without. 

But Mr. Hoover oversimplifies 
the problem. The failure of par- 
ents is a major cause of delin- 
quency, but the home itself is how 
subject to demoralizing influences 


from other community factors. 
For two generations our children 
have been exposed to ever-increas- 
ing pressure from the entertain- 
ment industry to idealize violence, 
crime, and sexual irresponsibility. 
Literature, art, drama, movies, 
and now television major in vio- 
lence and crime— murder and lust 
are their stock in trade. The pa- 
triotic violence of two world wars 
adds to the commercialized vio- 
lence of crime and sex. We pro- 
mote these patterns of behavior 
and then bemoan the rise of ju- 
venile crime and the failure of the 
home and the school. 

Another basic cause of delin- 
quency lies in the prevalence of 
false social and educational the- 
ories. In reaction against the rigid 
social patterns of our forefathers, 
we have gone overboard in a sea 
of sentimentalism that eliminates 
individual responsibility and; like 
Rousseau, blames everything on 
“society." There is a maudlin emo- 
tionalism that excuses and palli- 
ates crime all the way up to mur- 
der by a soft-headed transfer of 
responsibility from the criminal 
to “environment;” Hence large 
elements of the public give their 
sympathy to the vicious, cruel, 
and cowardly criminal rather than 
to his helpless victims. Behind 
this mushy thinking lies the sanc- 
tions of the pseudoscience of 
Freudian psychology with its ex- 
cessive emphasis on* sex and its 
infantile fixations of character. 
These doctrines and their corol- 
lary of noninterference with any 
instinctive drive Jiave infiltrated 
schools and homes, with disas- 
trous effects on behavior. Re- 
straints and discipline have be- 
come dirty words. 

Mr. Hoover is right in' asking 
that .parents be made responsible 
for their children's behavior, but 
this does not go far enough. Our 
whole system for dealing with ju- 
venile crime is hopelessly inade- 
quate and frequently incompetent. * 
Quite properly we have built up a 
separate judicial system to deal 
with juvenile crime. In many 


places, juvenile court judgeships 
are steppingstones^ for party 
hacks, without social education or 
legal training. Sometimes they are 
apostles of the “treat 'em rough" 
doctrine, and railroad the de- 
linquent children into reform 
schoplg, way stations to the peni- 
tentiaries. Sometimes they are 
motherly old softies who “just 
love boys" and certainly love ser- 
monizing. In their hands, parents 
are protected from publicity and 
antisocial children go from pro- 
bation to probation, excused as 
just “crazy mixed-up kids." In due 
time they graduate into hardened 
adult criminals. Juvenile courts 
are jobs for professionals, trained 
in both laws and social work. 

We must also be ready to em- 
ploy an adequate supporting staff 
of professional social workers who 
can investigate, advise, and follow 
up the decisions of the court. It is 
useless to place a child on proba- 
tion unless there is . close supervi- 
sion by competent social workers. 
These people know how to utilize 
the services of both public and 
private social agencies, but they 
.must work with and under the di- 
rect authority of the court. Fur- 
thermore, the court must have ade- 
quate physical facilities to segre- 
gate juvenile offenders from incor- 
rigibles for reeducation. All this 
machinery will cost money, but 
only a fraction of the expense of 
the rising tide of juvenile crime.

We 
fail to train them as they should 
be trained, we spend' less time 
with them than we should, we 
give them too much latitude, we^ 
let our interests preclude an in- 
terest in their activities, we do all 
the things Mr. Hoover and many 


others charge us with, and upon 
us falls all the criticism hnd re- - 
crimination levelled at us by the 
church, the courts,.the schools, the 
medical prdfesSIon/and magazine ’ 
writers. ' 

But what are we\ parefrts?~W e - ' 
are not gods, we are nol'super- 
men, we are hot all doctors of phil- 
osophy, We are-people, the kind of 
people who have the unhappy 
faculty of being human beings. 
We are ordinary people with a r 
standard of education that is not 
very high, members' of the great 
unexciting average. We are ordi- 
nary people who are subject to 
complex and ever-increasing pres- 
sures and influences which, be- 
cause we cannot understand them, 
we cannot cope with. We are dazed 
by the course, speed, and magni- 
tude of events; we are dizzied by 
the increasing tempo of our squir- 
rel-cage existence; we are harried 
by the growing expectations and 
demands of a society that is made 
up largely of people like ourselves.

Valley Forge,' a place of proud, dark 
memory for Americans, witnessed this 
Washington's Birthday an expression of 
tiie peculiar genius of Americanism. The 
keynote of this lay in the choice of the 
principal winner of tiie Freedoms Foun- 
dation awards — FBI Chief J. Edgar 
Hoover. 

There arc few other places in the 
world where the long-time director of 
national police could without irony * be 
considered an apt choice for honoring in 
the name of freedom. Here it is by no 
means strange, and the basic reason why 
\ U is not was well explained by Mr. 

< Hoover in his speech of acceptance: 

1 “The primary mission of our consti- 
i lutlonal republic is to preserve the proper * 
balance between freedom and authority. 

The pseudo-liberal and the neo- 
fascist seek either license or an excess 
of authority." 

There, once again, is a statement of 
what America is all about. It was im-

that brought Washington and his men to 
Valley Forge that black winter long ago. 

| It was imbalance in the other direction 
which brought Washington back to Penn- 
sylvania to head the new Federal gov- 
ernment a few years later. 

Preserving the balance has been the 
preoccupation of Americans of good will 
ever since. Few will deny the notable 
contribution toward this goal made by 
the FBI's Director. Some will shudder 
to think what that knit of authority 
^migbt have tried to become in other 
hands.
